BALANCE 


by Curtis Hesselgrave 


Good balance is all-important to the 
skateboarder. Without it it would be 
impossible to stay on the skateboard, 
much less do any tricks. It can be 
easily said that balance is the “be all,” 
“end all’ — the alpha and omega of 
skateboard riding. These are strong 
statements to make about. something 
that is not really referred to very much 
in tips or other “how to” articles. | think 
that this can be easily explained by 
saying that balance is so basic, we 
usually forget to mention it. 

In this article | would like to explain 
the fundamental aspects of balance as 
it relates to skateboarding and most 
any other activity. 

We'll start this discussion in the 
middle. What | mean is, your center of 
balance or center of gravity. Your 
center of gravity is located 
approximately two inches below your 
navel and about one inch inside. 
Controlling this point while the body is 
in motion, is what balance is all about. 
When you first learn to ride a 
skateboard you put your weight equally 
on both feet. This places your center of 
gravity directly between your feet. As 
you get better you learn to shift your 
weight forward and to either side in 
order to carve turns, and shift it 
backwards to do kickturns. What you 
are doing is adjusting your balance to 
control your board. The better you get 
at shifting balance, the better your 
riding becomes. 

It sometimes seems confusing to the 
beginner or intermediate rider to talk 
about the center of balance control 
being located in the lower abdomen, 
because to them it seems obvious that 
all their weight is felt on their feet. But 
as the rider gets more advanced, he 
begins to realize that there are times 
when there is almost no weight on his 
feet. This is when he begins to discover 
that the skateboard as a vehicle, 
operates more as a part of himself than 
as something he rides on. A basic 
frontside aerial demonstrates this very 
well: riderand board work as one unit 
that moves around a common center of 
gravity. Since the rider weighs so much 
more than the board, it is the rider's 
center of gravity that is in functional 
control. 

A rider gets better by learning to use 
his legs as. shock absorbers and for 


"pumping transitions, thereby achieving 


a better balanced unit of body and 
board. 

Here a few illustrations of how 
balance control equals board control: 


Speed Wobbles 

Speed wobbles are controlled by. 
shifting weight forward and lowering it 
(increasing balance). When most of the 
weight is over the front truck, it trac’s 
out, and the wobble, which is caused 
by both front and rear trucks trying to 
trac, is eliminated. 


Pumping Transitions 

Pumping down: When a rider goes 
down through a transition, he lets his 
knees bend slightly to unweight the 
board at the start of the transition and 
stands up as he goes through the 
middle and out the bottom to get thrust 
out of the curve. His weight will be

slightly rearward on his board to gain 
extra thrust off the tail. 

Pumping up: When pumping up a 
transiton, the rider again bends his 
knees, this time to weight the board. 
His weight is shifted slightly forward 
and instead of thrusting down against 
the board, he unweighs up toward the 
top of the pool or bank, carrying the 
board with him by friction (between 
grip tape and shoe sole). 

Ineach instance the rider is using his 
balance (controlled weight) to control 
the motion of his board. But these are 
just two examples of how we contro! a 
skateboard by controlling balance. If 
you analyze your own skateboarding 
you will find hundreds of other 
instances where you are using balance 
contro! to do maneuvers. And the more 
you analyze what you are doing, the 
better you'll get at doing it. gs

360 ROCK ’N ROLL 
by Mark Baker and Gary Pollitt 


The 360 degree rock 'n roll combines 
the 360 fakie and the rock 'n roll 

into one radical maneuver. Before 
attempting the 360 degree rock 'n roll 
you should have both sub-maneuvers 
wired. 


Technique: 


1) First, do a couple of fakies to 
prepare yourself. 

2) Start into a fakie 360. It is important 
at this time that you are set up and not 
off balance. 

3) About 6” below the edge start your 
360. As you do this try to be in a slightly 
crouched position. This keeps your 
center of gravity lower, making the 
trick easier. 

4) When you are half way through the 


360 (nose pointing up), you will be in 
the position to rock out. 

5) At this point it is just a matter of 
doing a rock 'n roll. This may sound a 
little over-simplified, but that’s all there 
is to it. 

Try practicing the maneuver ina 
mellow bowl and then a halfpipe before 
doing it in a pool. Just remember to 
stay centered and slightly crouched 
going into your 360. Don't give up if you 
don't make it at first; you know it’s 
possible and with practice you'll get it.

30- and 31-inch models were tested. 
The boards’ functional plan shapes 
save weight, but also give a wide board 
feel. For instance, the 30-inch board 
had a 9” tail, 834” mid-point, and 10%” 
nose. These 7-ply decks were stong, 
and had a slight flex and routed rail 
grabbers. 


GRYO DOUBLE CONICAL 

These 65 x 57 wheels were fast due to 
the urethane composition and 
aluminum hub. The conical edges 
worked well for edgers and grinds. The 
grip was average and the slide 
capabilities were good. 


MAD RATS SKATE SHORTS 
These skate shorts are good for any 
situation that requires hip protection. 
Made of heavy-duty nylon, they allow 
you to slide easily during falls. The 
three high-density 12” thick pads (two 
hip pads and one tailbone pad) work 
well and the seat is double-reinforced to 
prevent ripping. An extra heavy-duty 
elastic waistband keeps shorts in place. 
Mad Rad skate shorts are available ina 
number of bright color combinations. 


RIP-PER PLANET PLATE 

This 8-inch wide tail block is designed 
for wide boards. Although a little 
slippery for vertical skating, especially 
while doing tail taps, it worked well for 
freestyle and street skating. Seemingly 
well-constructed and long-lasting, this 
block is also reversible for longer use. 


SANTA MONICA AIRLINES 

This 7-ply board measures 30” x 10%” 
and is made of hardrock maple. Strong, 
yet offering substantial flex (about 1”), 
these boards will be made in limited 
production and have built-in rail 
grabbers and airbrushed or clear 
bottom. 


SiO HEEL SAVERS 

These pads fit inside your shoe under 
your heel. %4” shock-absorbing Ensolite 
pads were effective during extreme 
bale-outs — you can really feel a 
difference. Pads may also be cut to 
your own shoe/foot shape. 


SIO SAFETY SHORTS 

These skate shorts gave good 
protection in all terrain. Made of 9.5 
ounce midwhale corduroy with a 
reinforced seat, the shorts themselves 
appear well made and tough. The 
padding is worn as a separate unit 
under the shorts and held on with a 
nylon belt. Made from ¥2" thick Ensolite, 
the pads seemed to absorb shock weil.

This device, which attaches between 
trucks and board, is designed to effect 
board performance in a number of 
ways. In bowlriding, they suggest 
attaching a unit fo your back truck. In 
slalom, they suggest adding them to 
both front and rear. By sliding the bar on 
the device, a spring action or stiff ride

may be achieved. Also, the unit will raise 
your trucks by 2”. As such, we found 
them to work okay in bowls. The real 
difference came when we used them on 
our bank slalom boards as an aid in 
pumping transitions. If you're into 
slalom or banked slalom, check them 
out. 


TRACKER SIXTRACK 

Sixtrack means 6 inches of tracking, 
wheel to wheel. They worked well on 
vertical and in bank and street skating. 
The truck proved strong without excess 
weight (barely weighing more than the 









Extrack). Included with the units were 
Tracker’s Riser pads. 


VANS / OFF THE WALL 
SKATEBOARD SHOE STYLE #38 
This new skateboard shoe from Vans is 
a high-top with built-in ankle protection, 
which works well in guarding ankles 
against loose boards, etc. Vent holes in 
the toe area provide much needed 
ventilation. The sole seemed to offer 
good traction with any grip tape. 
Available in sizes 2¥2 to 13, in narrow, 
medium, and wide, #38 comes in a new 
brown color.

The Z-Slider serves two purposes: first, 
as a rail grabber; and second, asa 
sliding device for lipslides, curbslides, 
and bionic rock 'n roll slides. It mounts

and proved light yet long-lasting. 


Z-FLEX Z-WINGER 
We had second thoughts when first 
mounting this 1034” x 31%" dished-out 
deck. But after taking a couple of runs, 
we caught on to the concept of the 
unusual design. The board seemed to 
work best when doing carves because 
the concave deck provided extra 
leverage. However, when doing 
kickturns, air or grinds, the concave top 
cut down on board contact. The 9-ply soft 
wood board had slight flex and dented 
easily.

BADLANDS, AGAIN

The Hester Series wrapped up the 1979 season on the 
weekend of September 22, 23, in Upland, a town steeped in 
skateboard history. The famous Mt. Baldy pipeline, probably 
the first full pipe ever ridden by skateboarders, is just up the 
hill. The roots of skateboarding are deeply planted here and 
the Upland Pipeline Skatepark has continued that tradition. 
The Hoffmans, Don, his father Stan and mother Jeanne, are 
a family truly involved in the sport due to the park and 
contests held there. It was a likely spot to complete this year’s 
prestigious series. 


The Hoffmans added a new pool to their park this year, and 
itis unquestionably the finest, most demanding terrain ever 
developed for skating. The pool is a combined round and 
square pool, each section a complete bow! in itself yet also a 
part of the other. The pool is 11’ deep and has a true 3’ of 90° 
flat wall at the top. The square section is 32’ across while the 
round part is 30’ in diameter. As Don said in his introduction 
to the contest in the program: “This pool was designed to test 
and push the limits of skateboarding.” Hester #5 bore 
this out. 
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(Above)

tentative the pro bowlriding 
elite can be, upsetting veteran 
Andrecht and local Aiba 
brothers to take 1st at Upland. 
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the Amateur event. The amateurs rode the pool well with 

some of them showing pro potential. At the end of the 
elimination round, Steve Hirsch was leading in points by a 
comfortable margin. 

The interlude between the amateur and pro competition 
was partly filled by an event that will go down in the skate 
annals as a genuine classic. The famous Muckus of early 
Baldy days is a member of a punk band called Barf, so 
naturally they were called upon to play. They did . . . sort of. 
Arriving in a limo after 3 hours of driving around Upland (they 
live there), the band cut loose a set that totally alienated the 
audience. Some might consider it a quintessential punk 
experience. But in the end the plug was pulled and they left in 
massive punk glory, yelling obscenities at the rowdy crowd. 

This radical occurrence led to practice for another — the 
pro elimination heats. To score well the riders needed to ride 
both square and round sections of the pool. What's more, the 
nature of the pool is such that you have to have a lot of speed 
to hit all the walls. This full-on quality took its toll, with even 
local boy Steve Alba suffering a heavy wipeout the day 
before the event. Tom Inouye, the Doubles leader going into 
this event, jammed his heel so badly that same day that he 
was unable to compete, thus losing his shot at the overall 
Doubles title. All reports said that Wally was blazing in 
practice, the pool being uniquely suited to his multiple line 
approach to skating. 

Micke Alba led after the first round. Micke’s runs were 
fantastic, with multiple lines at high speed, frontside corner 
carves in the square pool, and back-to-back bio air in the 
round pool. Behind Micke was Eddie Elguera, skating very 
strongly in both pools. An “Elgarrio” on that much flat wall is a 
commanding maneuver. Third was amateur Steve Hirsch 
who skated extremely well, as he had done earlier in the 
amateur division. Also advancing to Sunday's finals were the 
fourth through fifteenth placings, consisting of the following:

The consistent Mr. Andrecht 
put out possibly the most 


aggressive, inspired skating of — 


his professional career at 
Upland, earning a very close 
2nd place and finishing 3rd in 
the Series.

Sunday dawned hot and smoggy, definitely a better beach 
day, but such is life. The amateurs got themselves underway 
early and again skated very well with Steve Hirsch eventually 
coming out on top. Steve developed a good solid line that 
started with a corner rock ‘n roll slide in the square pool, then 
went to various corner carves, some air, a roll-out on the 
gnarly north wall and a roll-in into the round pool where he 
displayed a good range of aerials. It was an excellent routine 
that Steve perfected and used well. 

What ensued between the end of the Amateur event and 
the start of the Pro was a bit of everyday skating mellowed 
with a popular local liquid refreshment . . . at least for us 
Officials. Of course, the lines at the snack bar never seemed 
to shrink, with gallons of Mountain Dew going down parched 
throats. And the pinball room, the nearest available shade, 
was so packed you couldn't even get in. 

As the sun began sinking in the west, the finals got 
underway. The leadoff event was Women’s pool riding where 
Patti Hoffman just edged Brenda Devine to win. Patti's 
routine, which was mostly confined to the round pool, - 
included a number of tricks such as layback aerials and hand 
plants, though both below coping. Brenda, on the other hand, 
used both pools and showed some excellent corner carves in 
the square pool. However, Patti's strong final run was enough 
to put her out in front of Brenda. 

After the women were the four heats of the Men’s 
quarter-final event, with Micke and Steve Alba tied for first 
going into the semi-finals. Both blazed! The brothers Alba 
were on home turf and were absolutely ripping the pool apart, 
especially Steve when you consider he suffered a bad fall 
only the day before. Following Steve and Micke and making

the cut were Eric Grisham, Steve Hirsch, David Andrecht, 
Ray “Bones” Rodriguez, Eddie Elguera, Doug Saladino, and 
Duane Peters. 

The semi-final round was equally hard fought. Again, both the 
Albas made the cut as did Grisham and Andrecht. This time 
the order was slightly different. Steve won the semi-final 
round with Eric Grisham behind him; then Micke and David. 
It’s always very interesting to me to see how the leaders 
change as you go through the successive rounds. It is as if 
each round is a mini contest in itself. With the caliber of 
skating that is going on today, it takes a superior performance 
to win even one round in a 4-round contest. Of course, it 
takes amazing endurance to win overall. The overall winner_ 
must skate well enough to make the cut each time and yet 
save enough of himself so that he can put on his best, most 
intense riding in the final round to win. Often times a rider will 
peak in the semi’s or quarter-finals, but his riding will lose ~ 
some of its intensity in the finals and.he will be bypassed by a 
rider who has used his energies better. 

Both Micke and Steve fell into this early peak syndrome. 
Although Steve, who is older and stronger than Micke, was 
leading going into the finals, the heat and his riding must 
have taken its toll. As it was, his skating lost a little bit of its 
pun¢h. Just enough so that in the finals Andrecht and 
Grisham passed him. 

Micke finished fourth, but — get this — his average score 
for his final runs was 93.6. In any other contest this score 
would have had him winning easily by 4% points. But Upland 
was a different story. Micke used the pools probably better 
than anyone, except possibly Steve. He carved every corner 
in the whole pool (including the two in the shallow end) and 
performed tricks on every wall. His speed was constant and 
his routine flowed. His routine was appreciated by the judges 
and even if he didn’t take this contest, he was rewarded. With 
his fourth place finish, Micke clinched the Overall 
Championship for the season. Micke Alba is the 1979 Hester 
Series Singles Champion,

GREG LE MONS 


1940-1979 

The last two years of Greg 
LeMons' life were devoted to filming 
professional and top amateur 
skateboarding and roller skating. 
Greg was there to document the 
historic Hester #1 in 1978 at Spring 
Valley, California, and went on to 
follow most major skating contests 
held since then. Shooting numerous 
pro bowls, the Colorado downhill/ 
slalom circuit, and Laguna Seca, he 
caught the roots and nuance of our 
evolving sport with a poetic eye. 
Greg died in an automobile accident, 
the night before the first public 
display of his work of art, “Roller 
Mania.” Our gratitude and 
indebtedness go out to him for 
capturing our young family on film 
forever. 


J. SHERMAN 1939-1979 
J. Sherman, the “S” in N.H.S., lost 
a longtime battle with leukemia, 
passing on ina hospital in Santa 
Cruz, California, the city which was 
his home for most of his life. J's - 
optimism and exuberance for our 
sport was unique as he approached 
all aspects of skateboarding as a 
science, something that needed 
constant retuning and refining. The 
competitive spirit which was a large 
part of the man was communicated 
to all those around him and 
especially the skaters he coached 
like John Hutson and Steve Olson. 
J directed the Catalina Classic 
contest from its beginning and 
contributed unaccountable energy to 
the continued growth of skating. He 
will always be regarded as one of the 
“founding fathers” of the sport and 
will be remembered by those of us 
who continue to put our lives into this 
unreal expression of life we have 
called skateboarding. J's ashes

The Singles was followed by the Doubles Finals. Again, as 
at Whittier, Steve Hirsch and Eric Grisham dominated both 
days and took the event. They had many tricks where one 
would do a coping axle stall and the other would do a foot 
plant, hand plant, or rock ‘n roll off his board. In second place 
were George Orton and David Andrecht, skating especially 
well together on the second day. This placing clinches the 
Overall Doubles Championship for George in 1979. George 
finished the season with 275 Doubles points. Second for the 
year was Duane Peters, followed by Peter Gifford, David 
Andrecht, and Tom Inouye. It was a hard fought season and 
one which saw doubles competition really mature. By next 
year the Doubles event will be almost better than Singles for 
sheer excitement and crowd-pleasing performance. 

The day finished in an award ceremony in the bottom of the 
round pool with spectators and skaters ringing the coping on 
both pools. Trophies were presented and Micke Alba was 
given a surfboard by Kryptonics for his Overall win. The 
biggest surprise was a gift presented “in appreciation” to 
Henry. A couple of the manufacturers got together and 
bought him a round trip ticket to Hawaii for a job well done 
this year. And it was. See you again at the 1980 Hester Pro

The 1979 Hester Series set the stage 
for the most lively, progressive skating 
pro bowlriding has yet witnessed. A 
showcase for new moves and terrain, 
these all-important five competitions 
have produced an ongoing supply of 
outstanding photos — many more than 
we had pages on which to print them.

SKATEBOARDER is often accused of creating stars, magazine super heroes — 
at least as often as we are accused of not giving any one of those particular 
“stars’’ enough coverage. Certainly, every skate photographer has certain riders 
he likes to shoot, and usually for good reason. Style, radicalness, and con- 
sistency (when the photog is up close or shooting 9-frames-a-second he can't 
afford to have his subject miss too often) are foremost. If the skater is accessible 
and easy to work with, that's even better. 

Which brings us to Brad Bowman. As photog Craig Fineman will be the first to 
tell you, Brad offered all of the above — plus something more. 

We started receiving and using hot Fineman shots of Brad a few years ago. 
The kid obviously had the moves, a classy style and some weird pale blue eyes 
that seemed to glow when a strobe hit them just right. Brad was definitely going 
somewhere, as a strong competition record (7th and 11th, respectively, in the 
'78 and '79 Hester Series) later proved. Exposed on numerous pages in this 
magazine and on extensive national tours, Brad’s abilities have already stoked 
many of his peers, earning him number 20 on last year’s SKATEBOARDER 
Reader Poll. 

The only other thing that may be worth mentioning here is that Brad is a 
full-on New Wave fan. He’s even been known to wear a genuine artificial 
leopard skin coat and a cheap crop-top, and is said to be a mean 
pogoer — all of which says nothing about Brad Bowman, the 
professional skater, but it makes good copy. As for the utterly

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How old are you now? 

A big 19.1 just had a birthday 12 
‘days ago. 

Do you feel older? 

No, | feel like I’m 16 still. 
Skateboarding keep you young? 

Yeah, totally, | just act 16 still, too, 
sometimes. 

You just got back from a tour? 

Yeah. | went to Detroit, Michigan. 
Stayed there for a few days and did 
demos and judged a Midwest Amateur 
contest. Then | went on to Apple 
Skatepark in Columbus, Ohio, and that 
was pretty fun — it’s real hot. It’s 
indoors . . . like a miniature Cherry Hill. 
How did it compare to Cherry Hill? 

Actually Cherry Hill's better because 
it's deeper and the bowls there (Apple) 
are real shallow. They’ve got a lot of 
vertical on them, so it’s really a quick 
transition. But it’s still rippable. You just 
gotta skate there for a few days. It’s still 
hot, you know, and since it’s indoors 
it will be great when it’s snowing 
back there. 

Did you notice any talent at Apple? 

There’s some around. Probably 
they'll have a lot now, now that they got 
the park and the guys are into skating 
everyday, and going there to practice. 
How was the Northwest 
Championships? 

Turned out pretty good. There’s a lot 
of people skating in Michigan (though a 
lot of people came from outside of 
Michigan too), and it turned out really 
nice. They had slalom, freestyle, 
banked freestyle, and poolriding — it 
was really hot, about 13 feet deep. The 
transition on one side doesn’t match the 
other side. One side's alright and then 
one side’s quick. Still, it’s really good 
to ride. 

Was that Chris Yandall’s Park? 

Yes. Skateboard USA. 

Who all went on the trip? 

| went with Bert LaMar, Fred Blood, 
Denise Barder, Steve Olson, and Tony 
(Alva) showed up later. Then from there 
we went.to Ohio. From Ohio we went up 
to San Francisco and did demos there 
for about a week. Everyday we were 
doing about one or two demos a day. 
At Golden Gaie Park we did a 
GreenPeace demonstration. That was 
really fun. Gale Webb had a ramp there 
and we were riding that. 


We got some pictures recently from 
San Francisco, | guess of the tour, and 
Olson with bleached blond hair. 

Yeah. | don’t know, | think he looks 
better like that. 

Have you ever been to (Get Away 
Skatepark) Alabama? 

No, | didn’t get a chance to go there. 
I'll probably be going, though. I’m going 
to go back to Ohio again, and then take 
another tour from there. 

Where else have you been? 

I've been to Florida, and Cherry Hill 

about 3 times, and just up and down 


California, Arizona. | guess I’ve been to 
alot of states. Can’t remember them all. 
| haven't been to Canada yet. I'd like to 
go there and to Hawaii. I'd like to do 
some demos in Hawaii. That'd be a gas. 
Which are the most progressive areas 
outside of California right now? 

Probably the East Coast. Florida and 
Cherry Hill are the main spots. Florida, 
you know, those guys are blazing. They 
want to be pros and all. Alan’s (Gelfand) 
ripping now. He’s a pro; he’s just doing 
good. Mike McGill. . . they have a lot of 
guys that are hot. Cherry Hill’s got a 
couple guys coming out of there like 
Mike Jesilowski who rides for Powell; 
he rips. Wherever the good parks are, 
there'll be good skaters coming out. 
They skate everyday, like Apple — they 
should have a couple of riders in the 
next few months that will be starting to 
rip. | want to go back there and maybe 
give ‘em a few boards. 

Does Sims have plans for more 
touring? 

Yeah. We’re going to do a European 
tour supposedly in early spring or late 
winter. | want to go. | can’t wait for that. | 
haven't been there yet. 

Have you been surfing a lot? 

Oh yeah, as much as | can. | was just 
surfing right out front today. It was really 
good. It was glassy, perfect conditions. 
Everyone was in school so you just 
paddle out and there’s only 4 or 5 guys 
out there instead of 400. 

How long have you been surfing? 

About 6 months more than I’ve been 
skating. Probably around 5 years. Off 
and on for like the first few years, then 
fully hooked after that. Now | just get 
depressed when | get away from the 
ocean too long. 

Is it true you didn't want it to be known 
you were a Valley Skater? 

All the skaters know I’m from there so 
it doesn't really matter. It (the Valley) is 
turning out so many hot skaters. Like 
Shreddi Repas, Jay Smith, Bert LaMar, 


John Harris, you know. 
_Lot of them came from the 


Reseda area. 

Right, that’s where | came from. We 
were all the “Val” boys. 
How was it learning to skate out there? 

When the park opened in Reseda all 
the energy was focused there for about 
6 months. While the energy was there | 
was there everyday ‘cause | lived about 
2 minutes away. Hanging out, you 
know, pinball sessions and skating, and 
that’s where | trained. Lou Peralta, he 
owns it; he let me skate on his team. It 
was right when we started the park 
against park competition. We did that 
with Upland. Steve (Alba) and Scott 
Dunlap were on the Upland team. They 
came out to Reseda and we went out 
there. It was real fun. 
There's a lot of swimming pools in the 
Valley too. 

Yeah. It’s so intensely hot there that

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everyone has to have a pool. Because 
you're about a half hour away from the 
ocean. So everyone has a pool, and I'd 
say about 30% of those are empty at 
any one time. But | haven't hunted for 
empty pools in so long, since the 

parks opened. 

Who’ve you ridden for? 

My first sponsorship ever was from 
Glen Kennedy in the Valley; he’s got a 
surf shop and he sponsored a few 
people. Then | went on to Lou Peralta’s 
SkaterCross team. From thereG&S 
picked me up right after the Catalina 
contest. | entered that and did well, and 
they picked me up. | rode for them for 
about a year and a half. From there | 
was on Sims and I’ve been on Sims 
about 1% years now. So, I’ve been 
pretty steady. Haven't slipped away toa 
bunch of different manufacturers. 

So Sims has treated you right? 

Yes. Alright. I’d like to be treated like 
a king, but... 

What else are you into these days, 
besides surfing and skating? 

Skiboarding. Gonna take up most of 
my time this winter. | hope to get up to 
Lake Tahoe, Heavenly (Valley), go up to 
Mammoth a few times. 

Are there a lot of parallels between 
skiboarding and skateboarding? 

Skiboarding is skateboarding and 
surfing put into the snow. That's all it is 
— it’s unreal. 

How does the technique differ? 

It doesn’t actually. | just got on my 
first time and started getting used to it, 
doing little “S” turns and stuff. Then | 
just tried a steeper hill each time. . . 
see, they won’ let you on the lifts with 
them, so you have to hike back up. 
We'd just hike and look for a steeper 
place. We found this one about an hour 
from the Valley, up in Frazier Park; it's 
about a mile long, real steep. We were 
doing about 20-25 miles an hour, and 
that’s pretty fast in the snow. 

Do you snow ski too? 

| did that once and it wasn’t fun. 
(Laughing) First time, too much to learn. 
But | hope to do that this winter too. 
Probably get into it. 

You said you were going to be surfing 
more? Any intention of surfing 
competitively? 

It’s in the back of my mind 
somewhere. Probably enter amateur 
surfing in the next year. It’s getting 
bigger and bigger each year, so I’m just 
gonna start surfing my butt off. Like the 
NSSA (National Scholastic Surfing 
Association) is pretty good, but I’m not 
in school anymore. I’m just going to 
enter the WSA (Western Surfing 
Association), | guess. 

What about music? We shot pictures of 
you at the Devo Concert in San Diego, 
so | know you're into it. 

Totally into it. | crave. My father’s a 
professional musician, so | have it in my 
blood. | just like it. Matches my lifestyle. 
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Like fast music — fast and hard. | like to 
listen to that, really turn it up loud before 
| go surfing. This morning | just put on 
the headphones, really blasting, and 
went out and surfed. Had fun. It’s really 
good for skating — get’s you pumped 
up. Better than just hearing your truck 
grind, or your tail tap or something. 

Do you skate better or just different? 


A lot better. You’re going faster and 


you're all pumped up, so you just , 


skate better. 
Who do you listen in particular? - 

Right now, Buzz Cocks, the Clash, 
999, Dead Kennedy’s. Just a few 
people I’ve seen in concert that | like. 
Did you see them up north? The 
Kennedy's and the Clash? | heard the 
concert was great. 

Yeah. It was. Jello, the lead singer, 
he just jumps off the stage into the 
massive crowd, and about 10 minutes 
later they’re still looking for him and he’s 
still singing. He’s on the floor, he comes 
up, these 3 burly dudes have to go out . 
into the audience and bring him in. So 
all of a sudden he gets on stage and he 
doesn’t have any clothes on. He’s just 
fully scarred up, people hit him... it's a 
crack-up. He’s good. Comes back on 
stage and starts singing for another half 
hour. All the chicks are craving. Sick-o, 
but . . . puts on a good show. Sings 
good too. 

Do you go to a lot of clubs? 

Try to go to as many as | can. When | 
go, | usually go with Steve (Olson). He’s 
the master, so. . . | just hang with him 
for awhile. He disappears somewhere 
inside, so | just have a fun time on my 
own, pogoing, bumping into people. 
What did you think of the recent 
Winchester contest? 

It was pretty good. Different. They 
wanted you to write down a routine and 
stick to that routine, do it over and over. 
That’s pretty good, but I’d rather just go 
in and be spontaneous. They also 
wanted you to do 3 certain tricks ina 
certain order to get one score. | don't 
like it, but | guess it’s going to help the 
sport. It’s really good: for judging. It 
makes judging a lot better. You have to 
work out the routine, makes you think. 
Did you skate in all the Hester Series 
contests or most of them? 

All of them, except for the first one at 
Winchester. 

What did you think of the series — the 
way it was run, the judging, etc.? 

Good. The judging was good. They 
judged on your tricks, how bionic they 
were, and style. Style and fluidity is 
what counts the most. They scored high 
on style. 

Which contests did you do best in 
and why? 

My best one was Del Mar, but I didn’t 
do as good as | wanted to do. | got first 
in the halfpipe. | thought | got second or 
third, but | ended up geiting first, so | 
was stoked on that. | had the pool totally 
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wired. | always practice hard, you know, 
| start looking good, feeling good and 
doing everything right and then it comes 
down to the basic finals and I flunk. 

Do you get nervous? 

No. It’s not nervousness, | don’t know 
what it is. | guess just a basic choke. 
Seems like there's a lot of new talent, 
especially younger and younger talent, 
coming up. You find that to be 
the case? 

Yes. They are coming up pretty 
quickly. Learning all the tricks and the 
“ultra-moderns,” as they’re called. 
We're older, our bones have been 
broken a few more times from the “‘no 
equipment” days. They’re younger. 
They came out when excellent 
equipment was available and the 
boards, wheels, and trucks are the best. 
Modern equipment seems to help. 

Who do you think are the elite of the 
younger group? 

Steve Caballero, and (Scott) Foss. 
There’s also a lot of hot guys from 
around other places. But I’d say they're 
at the top of the crop, for sure. 

Are they from northern California? 

They’re from Winchester. 

Lot of good skaters out of there? 

Yeah, there are. Out of all the inland 
places it seems. Their bowl’s the best 
— that Winchester pool is my favorite 
...and a lot of other people's, from 
what I’ve heard. 

Out of any pool? 

Yeah, out of every pool, I'd say 
Winchester’s the best, then comes 
Upland, for sure. 

So are those your favorite parks? 

My favorite park would probably be 
Del Mar. You know, | live nearby, | skate 
there all the time, and there’s a lot of 
different terrain there to skate; it’s not 
just the pool and some kinked-out 
snake run; it’s got the halfpipe and three 
different pools. So that’s really fun. You 
don’t want to skate the same thing over 
and over. 

Do you ride banks there? 

Oh yeah. | warm up on the banks. 
Definitely need a warm-up. Like in the 
reservoir and you go to the banks and 
just play around. Then just go on into 
the pool. 

Do you ever do any freestyle? 

Ummm, a little bit. Just out in front of 
my house when | get bored. Go out to 
the gas station and do a bit... . There's 
this guy that lives down by me, his 
name’s Gary Figman. He does the 
raddest freestyle I’ve ever seen. He’s 
so far ahead of anyone. Like all his 
tricks are original, and they're totally 
bionic. If he starts entering pro freestyle 
contests | think he'll win, no problem. 
That’s how good the guy is. 

Really? So there's still talent coming 
out of San Diego? 

Oh yeah. He’s an older guy too. 

Who do you most respect in the 
skateboard industry? 


First off would be Glen Kennedy of 
surfboard fame. He made surfboards, 
shaped boards for me, and | used to 


ride on his skateboard team. Nowadays. 


it's Mark Richards from Val Surf. He’s 
done a lot for me. He’s actually helped 
me more than anyone. Early on, | rode 
for Vans Off the Wall tennis shoes, and 
when | did they bought us all our 
equipment through Val Surf and gave it 
to us at cost; so | just started going out 
there and hanging out, meeting 
everyone. And now it’s just gone from 
skating and led on to other things. 
Because Mark carries surfing products, 
| get boards and wetsuits from him. 
He’s got about the best equipment, 
carries it ali, so he gives me a good deai 
on that. Plus he just influenced me a lot 
‘cause he’s always been like the main 
guy in the Valley. He’s got his shops 
and everyone in the Valley, even 
everyone in L.A., knows about Val Surf, 
so it’s a big name. | just looked up to 
him. | talk to him once in awhile and 
stuff, and he helps me out, with 
problems or whatever. Now he’s 
working with Deano Mueller, a really 
good friend of mine. Aside from all that, 
Craig Fineman has done a lot for me. 
He showed me a lot, helped me figure a 
lot of things out sooner than | would 
have on my own. 

Who's influenced your skating style? 

| really don’t think anyone did. Well, 
probably Kent Senatore, ‘cause | was 
skating with him. Him and Jerry 
(Valdez) taught me the basics. Kent 
being a regular foot, and I’m a regular 
foot, plus | liked his style, so | guess | 
was partly influenced by him, and the 
other part | developed myself. 

What are you using these days for 
skate equipment? 

Rector Safety equipment — the best 
made. There’s so much padding in the 
plastic cup that when you hit, upon 
impact you slide instead of just stopping 
and the pad ripping off — it doesn't slide 
anywhere. When you fall it really 
absorbs all the shock and your bones 
don't even feel it. As for skateboards, | 
ride my model which is 10%” by 30%”, 
and Independent Trucks and Gyro 
wheels, which to me is the best set-up | 
could possibly have. The wheels are 
the best, the trucks are the best, and 
the board | like — it suits me fine. 

You just ride one size board? 

Yeah. Well, I’ve tried Steve Alba's 
new model. It’s pretty hot. It’s a little 
shorter, and less wide, and | like that a 
lot. | might bring out a smaller board. In 
fact, | was thinking about it, like a BB II 
or something for smaller kids. Because 
little kids buy LaMar’s models ‘cause 
he’s so small and they know he must 
ride smaller boards, so his boards are 
really selling a lot. 

Did you design the board? Did you 
give specificaitons on how light you 
wanted it, etc.? 





Layback, Del Mar. 
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Yes. | did a lot of research on it: the 
width, where | wanted the routs; and | 
went to Tom Sims and then we went to 
a couple different manufacturing 
companies. We ended up in Santa Cruz 
at Haut Surfboards and they're the ones —" 
that are making my boards now. 
They're making all the Sims line. 
They're really good. It’s real strong, and 
they have a good angle on the kick tail; 
it’s really steep. 15 degree angle kick 
tail so it holds your foot in place real 
fine. Doesn't slip out. It’s really good for 
tricks ‘cause you've got more leverage pe 
and it makes the board lighter in the — 
front when you put weight in the back. 
How critical is the weight of the board? 

The weight probably has more to do 
with the performance than anything. 
The overall weight — it’s gotta be really 
light. So you can make it go where you 
want it to: Some people have these real 
heavy boards and they try tricks and 
can’t make them, and wonder why. It’s 
obvious that the board’s either too big 
for them or too heavy. They can’t pull 
the weight around or something — the 
board goes where it wants to go, not 
where the person wants it to. 

It’s pretty critical that you have the right 
size for your height and weight, and 
what the terrain is. 

Real light boards help. Lightness 
automatically gives higher aerials. And 
it just makes it turn easier when it’s 
light. You throw your body weight and it 
just snaps it around instead of just 
going off into the yonder. 

George Greenough and Paul Gross 
were making graphite boards for Sims, 
some prototypes. Do you know much 
about those? 

I've ridden them. Extremely bionic. 
The one | rode, he’d told me it would 
break after the third or fourth run, but | 
rode it about 3 or 4 different sessions 
which were about 3 hours long, and it 
seemed to be holding up. | was just 
doing so much better on that board, 
blew my mind. It was real light — 
so light. 

Where do you think boards are going in 
terms of construction? 

Probably in that direction, with foam 
and graphite and glass. | don’t know 
why no one has done it yet. I've seen a 
few around, but no production boards. 
What about the expense... 

That’s it. The expense is pretty high. 
It’s all manual labor, and it takes a lot 
more time. So automatically the price 
goes, sky high. 

Do you predict any major changes in 
board width and length in the 
near future? 

| don’t think so. I’ve ridden longer 
Ollie air, Del Mar. boards — they're fun, but they don’t 
work out too good for all the tricks that 
are being done today. Could go shorter, 
with the wide trucks and wheels. The 
width is, | think, going to stay about the 
same: In between 9 and 12 inches. 
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__-“(Board) weight probably 
_ has more to do with the 
performance than 
anything.” 





That's about perfect. Because that’s 
how big everyone’s foot is, so your 
whole foot is supported instead of half 
your toe or half your heel hanging off. 
Is that a good way to gage it? Your foot 
should be covering so much of 
the board? 

I'd say about a quarter of an inch of 
your heel should stick off on the front 


foot, and on your back foot, your toe, so- 


you have good leverage. It works 
pretty good. 

What are you riding now in the way of 
surfboards? 

A6' Joey Thomas, from Haut, and it’s 
a twin fin. It's got wings, about a 2 inch 
cut into the board, and it’s concave 
under them so they act like fins. Like 
most twin fins have a tendency to get 
one fin out and the other one will slide. 
This one doesn't do that ‘cause there’s 
a wing there on the rail digging in at 
another angle so the board doesn’t 
slide out — just pivots and accelerates 
up the wave. 2 
I've seen people do Ollie-Airs on 
surfboards, seems like there’s a lot that 
skateboarding can contribute to 
surfing. Surfing’s done a lot for 
skateboarding, but they're doing a lot 
of stuff in Hawaii that is very 
skateboard-ish. 

Just ripping, full-speed aerials. | 
haven't been over there. . . | can’t wait 
to go. | was talking to Wally and Strople, 
they said Bertleman is doing full 
lipslides on the waves, like a boardslide, 
and it shoots back around. It’s really 
bionic now. Competition over there 
must be insane. 

Have you ever thought about why 
you skate? 

| think about that all the time — 
everyday. | don’t know, I’m not really 
wondering why, I’m just wondering 
what's going to happen if it dies, or 
wondering if | got to get an act together 
besides this. I’m already getting that 
together now; I’m probably going to get 
into construction. That’s about the 
easiest thing to get into to make good 
money. I'll try it out. If | don’t like it, I'll 
get out of it. 

It's still physical and outdoors. 

Yeah. | gotta be outdoors, | can’t be in 

an office, right now. I'm too hyperactive, 
| want to be out there doing something 
all the time. | don't really like to sit there 
and veg-out. 
Have you ever heard Olson and Alva 
play? Were they or are they starting 
a band? 

They're trying. 

Are they jamming together? 

| don’t know, | think they are. i don’t 
know, whenever I’m around Steve 
we're never talkative, we just do our gig, 
go surf and skate. He does his thing, | 
do mine. If it is happening I'd like to 
hear it. 

There's a few people in the Valley who 
are really offended by the term “Val.” 


How do you feel about that, being a 
former Val? 

(Laughter) I’m not offended at all. But 
the kids that are, are just taking it too 
seriously, ’cause it’s just a name 
somebody's calling you. Just goes in 
one ear and out the other. That's the 
way it should be. 

We were talking earlier about 
skiboards . . . 

Yeah, this skiboarding trip is really 
nice and fun. | have a stock Sims 
skiboard that I've modified and it’s hot! 
I've taken these surfboard mini-fins 
(they're from Control Products, and 
they come with this little paste/glue strip 
on the bottom), and | put’em on the 
bottom of the skiboard. First, | sand 
them down and make them smaller so 
they won't cut into the hardpack and rip 
off, then | put two of them on there like a 
twin fin, put a screw through the top of 
the rear of the board to hold the fins. 
Then on the skiboard itself, I've cuta 
swallow tail with wings to make it loose 
and pivot more, and | put a really old 
cut-down ski on top of the skiboard itself 
and under the skateboard to make it 
stiff and still have the flex in it to help the 
transitions and absorb all the shock. 
And it makes it heavier so it goes faster 
downhill. Then on the skateboard | 
made my own little bindings of ¥2” nylon 
cord. It works unreal. Holds your feet in 
place, doesn't let them slide. When you 
fall, the elastic pulls away and your foot 
slides out. | use a leash too, because 
when my foot does come out, the 
skiboard has a tendency to slide away. 
Do you need powder to make it work? 

Yes. Definitely. Powder is the only 
thing that will allow it to work right. 
Does Sims anticipate a lot of interest in 
skiboarding this winter? 

Yes, they do. It’s getting bigger, so 
they’re anticipating a lot of business. 

Is there anything else you want to do 
with your life that you haven't 
done before? 

| don’t really know. It'll be there and 
I'll find out when I’m there. When it falls 
into my lap, I'll think about it and get it, 
but | don’t have any plans right now. 
Have you ever been invovled in 
park design? 

No, not at all. 

If you were to design a pool or any kind 
of terrain for a park, what would you 
design? 

| have this one design in my head 
that's like an infinity bowl — guess 
that’s what you'd call it. It’s in the shape 
of atriangle, rounded corners, and then 
in the middle is another triangle, so it’s 
actually just a halfpipe in the shape of a 
triangle with rounded corners, and tile 
and coping on each side. So what you'd 
be doing would be just hitting back and 
forth and going around on this triangle. 
You'd be hitting this wall, then this wall, 
then this wall, then go to a corner and 
carve; then again and do a backside 
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carve and loop around. 

You think that’s preferable to a 

Square pool? , 
Ummm. . . different. Square pools 

are unreal, that’s my favorite. Like | 

learned how to skate in a: square pool, | 


. Still like "em. But the only really good 


square pool I’ve seen is Upland and 
that was so radical that it’s not all that 
rippable. Not right now. It’s pretty 
bionic. It’s so steep, it’s a rush. You're 
up there then you go straight down. 
When you are up there you're just 
looking down, going, “Whoa...” 

What do you think the sport needs right 
now? There’s a little depression in the 
sport now, financial and psychological, 
and a lot of people are offering 
solutions. How do you feel about that? 

I've been thinking about it, but | 
haven't figured anything out. | think 
sponsorships by really big companies 
... like Dr. Pepper had some banners 
and stuff at Del Mar, and (sponsorship 
from) major companies throughout the 
world to push it. Also a governing body 
to get good organization going, set up 
contests on certain dates. Just need 
the sponsorships and you need 
organization too to get the 
sponsorships. . 

An amateur and professional 
organization? 

Yeah. Cause the amateurs today are 
professionals. 

Of professional quality? 

Yeah. The quality is really good. 
They're ripping easily. 

Is there anything else the sport's 
missing? 

There probably is. | haven't really 
been thinking about it. I'm just thinking 
about my own gig . . . you now, surfing 
and skating, but not really trying to 
figure out any solutions. 

There's some bad reaction within the 
industry and among parents 
sometimes about skaters who feel like 
dressing a certain way or acting a 
certain way, which isn’t necessarily 
violent or harmful, but is offensive just 
because it's different. Do you get any 
reaction to that personally? 

| get plenty of reaction. My friends are 
the ones that are doing it too, so we're 
just sort of hanging together. Right now 
we're doing what we want and doing 
our thing. There’s nothing to hurt 
anybody, we don’t care about anyone 
else. We just want to have a good time. 
In the recent Vicki Vickers interview 
(Skateboarder, Vol. 6, No. 5) she was 
saying that a certain manufacturer was 
reluctant to push her because they 
were looking for an “All-American 
Type,” she said, “and you know who 
that is.” Who is that? 

| don't know. | guess it could be this 
boy. That's where all points lead down 
now. | don’t know. Sims just wants to 
keep the clean-cut American image. 
That's what | was told. And | was 


“Sims just wants to keep 
the clean-cut American 
image... And! was 
wondering why I was in 
there.” 
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wondering why | was there (laughing). 
Sims never tells me anything — never 
anything about the other riders. What 
he does, is keep a tight ship. If we want 
to know anything we'll go and ask the 
other skater, we won't ask him. 
Tom Sims has changed over the years. 
Not only has he made money and - 
become more of a businessman. 
You've probably seen some changes. 
Yeah, a few. Maturing. 
In what way? 

In business — part of it. He’s learned 
a lot about how it can go down instantly, 
and take six months to get back up. 
Nothing in particular, but he’s still doing 
a few things that he shouldn't be doing. 
Do you ever give him business advice? 

Do | ever give him advice? No. He 
wouldn't take it. 

Is there anyone else you want to give 
credit to? Any skaters? 

Yeah. Micke (Alba). Micke’s 
developed into a really hot skater in the 
last year. He’s gone from the little rat, to 
winning the Series (Hester) and getting 
on the cover of the magazine, and he’s 
stoked. Everyone's stoked for him. 
lam. 

What about relative unknowns? 

There's plenty of ’em. | can’t even 
think of their names right now. 

A lot of guys still ripping? 

Yeah, there’s a lot of guys just 
hanging out at the parks everyday who 
skate, and no one ever sees them. 
Different cities or something. You go 
there once a year so you don’t really 
know. Then they come to the contests 
and blaze — then you find out. 

Any closing comments? 

Yes, I'd like to thank my mother for 
supporting me for the first two years of 
this sport, while | was trying to break 
into it. The first year | broke my wrist 
twice, she was just like bumming on the 
sport and telling me to get a job, to 
forget all this kid’s stuff. Then she just 
watched it grow and watched me start 
making money and helped me oui a lot, 
led me in the right direction. 

That's about it. . . skate rad and fast! @

Japan is a big island with small, athletic 
people who move fast, think faster and 
still bow low! They are a humble race, 
yet an ingenious one in many fields 
ranging from camera-making to 
architecture to flower arranging. They 
are also receptive to the outside world, 
often taking what they want and making 
it their own. 

The entire island of Japan is actually 
no larger than Montana but has a 
teeming population six times that of 
California: 110 million. Their new bullet 
train shoots across the country in 3 
hours — equal to the speed of a 
landing jet. 

“| was amazed at how organized the 
Japanese people are. Every inch is 
accounted for: their roads, their 
house-covered hills, their rice fields 
and their beautiful temple compounds 
so artfully laid out,” related Tuzo 
Jerger, who recently returned with his 
team from a skateboard junket 
to Tokyo. 


Together with Bobby Valdez, Lonny 
Hiramoto and other top skateboarders, 
Tuzo spent two weeks seeing the sights 
and trying out the various skateboard 
parkson the island. 

“We left our hotel,” Tuzo recounts, 
“whose ceilings were so low that | had 
to remember to lower my head. 
Fortunately for them, Bobby and Lonny 
were Japanese size. We decided to 
look at the Tokyo Skateboard Park, but 
had a lot of trouble just following the 
signs to the subway. And then we 
headed to the park which we thought 
would be like ours: cement, out in an 
open place. But a Japanese friend who 
went.with us instead pointed to the roof 
of an eight-story building. We took an 
elevator up and saw a complete park 
on the roof, laid out carefully — in’ 
fiberglass, not cement! 

“Those using it quickly gathered 
around Bobby and Lonny, who were 
well known to them, greeting us with 
smiles and extreme politeness which 
would offend a Tony Alva. 

“Then Bobby and Lonny tried out the 
park,” continued Tuzo. “The main area 
was a sloping run into a vertical bowl. 
They found the fiberglass smoother 
than cement, though slipperier. The 
falls were softer. Incidentally, Bobby's 
first run was almost his last! He shot to 
the edge of the building, and literally 
hanging his board over the edge, 
looked down eight stories. It was 
almost the longest aerial in skateboard 
history!” 

The group noted that the local 
skateboard talent is every bit as good 
as that in the States. Many of them have 
“a Hester future,” according to Tuzo. 
“They have skateboard frames, low 
center of gravity, excellent balance, 
lightening coordination, and the 
Japanese motivation to be on top.” 

Bobby, Lonny and Tuz broke bread 
with Aki Akiama, considered Japan's 
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leading skateboarder, whose style 
reminded them of Shogo Kubo. A 12 
year old boy by the name of Mitchell 
Ortiz, California-born, could. do almost 
anything on his board. And Yasuhide 
Harada, another 12 year old, 
impressed all with his amazing knee 
action. “The most incredible laybacks 
I've ever seen,” said Tuzo. Tadashi 
Fujita also looked like a winner and a 
potential challenger to Aki as Japan's 
top pro. 

In between skateboard park 
inspections and demonstrations, the 
group enjoyed Sushi, which is 
considered a delicacy, and includes 
raw — yes, raw — fish, fish eggs, 
squid, and whale fat, which was taken 
with rice and washed down with bitter 
green tea. “As soon as we finished 
such a meal, however,” Tuzo 
explained, “Bobby and Lonny would 
politely excuse themselves and skate 
down to the nearest McDonalds for a 
straight American hamburger 
... cooked!” 

The group also went to Chiba, a 
two-hour train ride from Tokyo, where 
they visited Mastsudo Park. The facility 
also has a deep pool, this time made of 
concrete, with tile and coping, nicely 
arranged in the countryside — not on 
top of a building. The average skater 
pays 1,000 yen or $5 for three hours of 
skating. This is cheap according to the 
Japanese standard of living, where a 
cup of coffee costs $1.50, a good steak 
dinner about $35, a hotel room $60 a 
night, and an American-made 
skateboard never under $120. By the 
way, Japan has almost no skateboard 
industry of its own because American 
equipment is generally superior, and 
psychologically more desirable. 

At the Hewajima Skateboard Park 
outside Tokyo, Bobby, Lonny and Tuzo 
saw what was probably the largest 
cement pool in the country. In the 
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Aki’s U.S. visits showed through in his 
technique and style. Handplant, Tokyo.

summer it is used for swimming, and in 
the winter for skateboarding, since the 
summer climate here is like that of New 
York: hot, muggy and unbearable! 

At the famous Nikon Factory, Tuzo 
and the guys took time out to have a 
firsthand look at how cameras are 
made. The director himself gave them 
the special tour, and explained how 
young Japanese no older than Bobby 
and Lonny were carefully trained to be 
camera technicians. It's no wonder 
Japan is a huge community of talented 
specialists. And yet the youth of Japan 
still prefer most things American: film, 
music, clothes styles, and, of course, 
skateboarding. 

“But what a beautiful country,” Tuzo 
summarized. “Huge bronze buddhas, 
sacred deer parks, artful pagodas, 
athletic youth . . . a beautiful people 
and land.” 

“Except for one thing — raw fish!” 
added Bobby and Lonny as they took 
off for one last Big Mac before their 
return home. g

The Clash’s most recent slash and burn 
tour through the U.S., “The Clash 
Takes the Fifth,” brought them to San 
Diego and L.A. on consecutive nights, 
enabling a few of us hardier souls to 
catch some of the subtleties of their 
otherwise hard-edged act at both 
shows, while taking note of their 
interactions with two contrasting 
audiences. The differences were as 
striking as the similarities. 

San Diego’s Golden Hall, a mid-sized 
civic auditorium, developed a high 
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he Clash 


school sock hop atmosphere due to the 
group’s insistence that everyone “come 
up front and dance,” and the fire 
marshall’s order that the lights be 
turned on to reduce any real or 
imagined fire hazard. On the one hand, 
it was a bit incongruent seeing a group 
whose act is best suited to a dimly lit 
late night club, playing without the 
advantage of spotlights, light show, etc. 
On the other hand, because Golden 
Hall was only filled to about a third of 
capacity, the mass migration toward the 






stage increased both the intimacy and 
the frenzy in the audience's communal 
response. From their fast-paced 
lead-off, “Safe European Home,” 
onward, the Clash had them on their 
feet, often dancing, sometimes 
charging the stage in playful adulation. 
The L.A. audience, by comparison, 
seemed to be playing for keeps. Even 
before the group took the stage of the 
historic Palladium, kids were being 
subdued in the parking lot, the frontline 
crew was showering roadies with trash, 






and one particularly energetic youth 
broke into the managerial offices, 
relived himself on top of a desk, and 
punched his head through a wall before 
anyone realized what was happening. 
These were the kids whose suburban 
punk antics have been nurtured over 
the last year in L.A.’s sometimes 
explosive rock club scene. The 
hardcore here not only dressed the 
part, but acted it like veterans, despite 
scolding from the announcer and even 
the Clash’s Mick Jones (“- - - - ing four

years ago they used to spit!”). 

As expected, all this was only a 
warm-up for what was to come. Cutting 
into the same set as last night with 
equal or added fervor, the Clash 
immediately found themselves being 
approached from various points along 
the broad stage. Although these fervent 
fans were quickly muscled to the 
sidelines by roadies and security (at 
least those kids who preferred not to 
literally dive back into the sea of 
screaming pogoers), the assault squad 
only became more daring as the set 
built. Perhaps this was why the Clash 
didn’t permit some of their audience on 
stage at the end for a farewell embrace, 
as they had in S.D. the night before. 
Fun is fun, but these youths don’t know 
where to draw the line. 

To be fair, however, the Clash did put 
on provocative shows. Relying on 
generally fast tempo material, they built 
climaxes that demanded some kind of 
primal response. The high, almost 
extreme, volume level likewise 
contributed to this effect, although this 
might have been as much to cover up 
Joe Strummer’s hoarse lead vocals. (Or 
was Strummer hoarse from trying to 
overcome the loud instrumental?) At 
any rate, this problem did little to 
dampen the raging spirits of the fans, 











who undoubtedly know the lyrics 
anyway. 

High points in both shows generally 
consisted of moments and riffs. In 
between the standard, cliche poses, 
Mick Jones punctuated certain decisive 
passages with stylish leaps into the air. 
Mick’s amplified acoustic guitar on 
“White Man in Hammersmith Palis,” 
likewise provided a welcome touch. The 
group’s slightly discordant remake of 
Sonny Curtis’ “| Fought the Law,” which 
has been drawing much local airplay, 
was wildiy received. And a new reggae 
number probably entitled “No Justice” 
helped round out a surprisingly varied 
performance, which also revealed 
rockabilly and late-60’s psychedelic 
influences (Asserted Strummer, “It’s 
about time for the psychedelic 
revivall!”). 

At the end of the Palladium show, the 
first and second acts, the honky-tonk 
Joe Ely Bank and the rockabilly Rebels, 
joined the Clash for a strong encore set 
ending in the classic “Be-Bop-a-Lua 
(She’s My Baby).” Then it was off to 
San Jose for the headliners (where, 
story has it, both they and the Dead 
Kennedy's were almost eaten alive) 
and reportedly into the studio for an 
upcoming third U.S. album. Be 
watching for it. @

ALTERNATIVES: 


Even as Denis Shufeldt was pushing 
subtle fairings at La Costa, Ty Page was 
fashioning new freestyle moves on the 
banks of the Funnel and Jay Boy was 
laying down low berts at Paul Revere, 
there was another very similar kind of 
revolution beginning to happen in colder 
climes. In places like Vermont, Utah, and 
even the California Sierras, a handful of 
foresighted individuals were 
experimenting with a broad spectrum of 


vehicles that would translate the 
surf/skate sensation to riding the white, 
frozen crystalline substance we call 
snow. Drawing from surfing, skating, 
snow skiing and even water skiing 
backgrounds, and working in such 
mediums as wood, fiberglass and exotic 
plastics, they brought forth creations of 
varying sophistication and a new winter 
sport which has generally come to be 
called “snowboarding.”

Today those vehicles have many trade 
names — Burton Boards, Skeeters, Ski 
Boards, Sno Pros, Snurfers, 
Wintersticks, et al. -and a growing 
legion of enthusiasts. While differing 
widely in size, shape, construction and 
price, they are all similar in certain 
respects. Most obviously, as on a 
skateboard or surfboard, turning occurs 
through shifting body weight from side to 
side and back and forth. Likewise, 
optimal performance is achieved in 
powder or at least snow with some

degree of “give.” The majority employ 
simplistic foot bindings to enhance 
control and allow jumping maneuvers. A 
few provide rope tethers to facilitate the 
turning action. And almost always, 
snowboards aren't allowed on ski 
slopes, or at least not on lifts or rope 
tows. But like skateboarding, it’s worth a 
little walking for a good downhill rush. 
As skaters like Lonnie Toft, Eddie 
Roberts and Brad Bowman would 
agree, the snowboarding revolution has 
finally arrived... 3

In the short three years that Jay Smith 
has been skating, he has earned the 
respect of almost every top pro skater 
in the business today. 

Jay started skating about the same 
time that SkaterCross opened up in 
Reseda. Being the only skatepark in 
the San Fernando Valley, Jay soon 
became a regular there. His early 
influences were Lonnie Toft and Stacy 
Peralta. “They were the dominating 
skaters back then. Stacy would always 
give me tips and stuff like that. He was 
a great help to me.” Since SkaterCross 
didn't have any pools in it at the time, 
Jay and cohorts Shreddi Repas and 
Shane Reed searched and found a 
variety of backyard pools to ride. Soon 
Jay was ripping pools with limitless 
energy and developing his unique, 
loose rubberman style. Some of the 
more notable pools were the Sunset 
pools, Bunny Bowl, Peanut Bowl, Bunk 
Pit, Ranch Pool, Fish Bowl, and the 
Blue Bowl. A more recent find 
produced an extremely ‘kind’ pool, in 
the heartland of the San Fernando. “It's 
a small peanut-kidney shaped pool. It 
has a lot of vertical with good transition, 
and it has excellent coping. Only 
Deano Mueller and | skate it.” 

Regarding parks, Jay credits home 
base SkaterCross and Marina as being 
instrumental in his skating 
development. But Jay’s highest praise 
is reserved for the Winchester Park in 
Northern California. “The pool is 
perfect .. . big and wide, good 
transition. God, it’s hot.” 

During the last year, Jay has been 
concentrating on the pro contest 
series. The day before the SkaterCross 
Pro contest he landed a spot on the 
Powell team. 

‘Jay is so underrated it's insane. 
He's lightening fast and has intense 
style.” — Stacy Peralta 

The exuberant Mr. Smith placed a 
well deserved third by flowing high 
backside air. As for his new sponsor: “| 
think it has been the best thing for me 
so far. Powell really takes care of their 
team... not just free equipment.” 

More recently in Boulder, Colorado, 
Jay placed third in the air event. “That 
contest was really fun. Everybody had 
a great time.” On a more serious note, 


Jay feels that the most important trick to 
bowl competition nowadays is not to 
fall off your board. ‘It really doesn't 
matter how radical you are as long as 
you stay on your board.” 

Jay rides a Powell Beamer with 169 
Independent trucks and Powell's 
yellow 56 x 64 wheels, and a Ray 
Bones Model (Powell) with 151 Indys 
and Bones Cubics. Both have Bear 
Foot grip tape. Jay also endorses 
Pro-Tec helmets, Vans shoes, Rector 
pads, and Molly shorts. 

Recent travels have provided Jay a 
perspective on some hot unknown 
talent that he feels deserves some 
mention. From up north, he finds a 
young 13 year old named Steve 
Caballero red hot. “Steve's style is 
insane. He knows all the tricks and he 
does them all radically. He's definitely a 
ripper.” And regarding a recent 
sidekick named Dave Bromley: “This 
guy's bizarre. He gets into the most 
unreal positions . . . it's crazy.” . 

Understandably, Jay's very positive 
on skating in general: “| think skating is 
the best sport around. Things only

seem to get better.” Jay finds a lot of 
innocent fun involved too. A more 
memorable moment recently was with 
Steve Olson at L.A.'s International 
Airport. “We ran down the corridor 
screaming, “Dad...Dad...," as loud 
as we could. We blew a lot of people 
away... got a lot of weird looks.” 

Jay likes listening to the Police, 
Blondie, Super Tramp, Ted Nugent, 
Arrowsmith, and Led Zeppelin. He 
simply explains, ‘| like to feel rowdy 
when | skate.” 

Jay's closing comment: “Make sure 
you get on a good team — it makes a 
difference. Be with some good friends 
and skate as radically as you can.”

The following conversation was tape 
recorded in a 1968 VW sitting in the 
parking lot just outside of the Endless 
Wave Skatepark in Oxnard, California. 
In it, easily one of the most aggressive 
and accomplished female skaters in 
1979 reveals some startling facts with 
complete candor. She is Brenda 
Devine, and she is definitely hot, and 
overdue for this Who's Hot. 


How did you get your start in 
skateboarding? 

| started skating about six years ago, 
just cruisin’ the sidewalks, jumping 
curbs. 


How did you acquire your very first 
board? ; 

A friend of mine sold it to me for five 
bucks. That was the best five bucks | 
have ever spent. 


Do you surf? 
Yeah, I’m just in the process of 
learning. 


Oh yeah, do you like it? 

| love it, it’s so easy. | stood up the very 
first time | tried. It’s the same as skating 
only the landing is softer. I've been 
surfing at Zuma Beach and Malibu, and 
in Isla Vista whenever | get up that way. 


Getting back to skateboarding, what 
was your first big contest and how did 
you fare? 

My first contest was at Oxnard as a pro. 
| managed to take a second place and 
pad my bank account with $150 in 
winnings. It wasn’t much . . . but it was 
a start. 


What about any other contests? 

Okay, | got third in the Gyro Dogbowl 
Pro and won $150. Then | placed third 
at the Lakewood Center contest for 
$125. Oh, and Henry said he would 
give me a $100 for the Whittier contest, 
as there was no women's division and | 
had to skate against the men. | was the 
only female entrant. 


What is your opinion of today’s Hester 
Series and other pro competitions? 

| like 'em. | think that they are run well 
and organized correctly. We don't have 
enough girls entering contests. We are 
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coming up against the fact that very 
often there aren’t enough women 
entrants to warrant a women’s division. 


What would you say to get more 
women skaters out there? 

What would bring more girls into the 
sport? 

Well, (laughter) the guys are really cute 
— skaters are in shape and have the 
unreal bod’s. 


Do you hope to make your living in 
skateboarding? 

lam... (laughter). I’m surviving. One 
thing | have going for me is that | have 
yet to place under third in any contest | 
have been in, so | feel like my chances 
are pretty good. 


How do your family and/or friends feel 
about Brenda Devine, the professional 
skateboarder?

That would have to be layback inverts. | 
did a couple at the Gyro Dogbowl Pro. | 
ate it pretty bad working on foot plants, 
so I've kind of shined ‘em on for awhile. 
But I'll get 'em down one day. 


What about safety equipment? 
Always. 


Do you have a favorite skatepark? 
Yeah, Marina del Rey is my overall 
favorite. 


What type of boards do you ride? Do 
you maintain specialty boards for 
special situations? 

Oh yeah. | have all kinds of boards. I've 
got one of Ed Economy's five-footers 
that | cruise a lot and | have a nice 
quiver. I've got about twelve or thirteen 
complete boards outfitted and ready 
to go.

Boardwalk congestion only serves to 
create a more defined canvas for its 
resident, Steve Rocco. Weaving wildly 
amidst strand cruisers, roller skaters, 
skateboarders, and those that stil! 
prefer walking, he terrorizes oncoming 
motion with precision kickflips and 
slides, always narrowly, but precisely, 
missing, moving on to find vacant 
areas where he indulges in 360° 
caspers, finger flips and kickflip 
variations that are too numerous to 
mention. With an eerie accuracy he 
performs maneuver after maneuver, 
many of which still remain unnamed 
and unseen in all but the most elite 
freestyle circles. 

But if you think Rocco’s not a bank 
expert, you're wrong. His inverts, 
roll-outs, laybacks and air (never less 
than 6 inches) are executed on any of 
Hermosa’'s infamous Curbs. 

Steve practices at least two or three 
hours a day (when he’s not traveling), 
with longtime friends Paul Hoffman and 
Fred Blood. And yes, the rumor is true 
that he can be found nightly learning 
and perfecting tricks on the well- 
thrashed linoleum floor of his bedroom. 

Winning freestyle competitions and 
continued extensive travel are Rocco's 
short-term goals. Already having 
toured throughout the U.S., Canada, 
Mexico, and his latest expedition to 
Caracas, Venezuela, he hopes soon to 
broaden his horizons on the European 
continent. “The main reason | like to 
travel is so | can talk with other skaters 
and relate ideas. You know, it's a really 
weird feeling going to another country 
and seeing a trick you thought you 
made up and finding out this kid's been 
doing it for years. 

Steve, however, still feels domestic 
talent holds the edge in freestyle. He 
considers Matt Barden and Chris Hinds 
the cream of the crop. 

Rocco is currently testing prototypes 
for anew signature model, and helping 
his younger brother, Anthony, with his 
routines for an upcoming contest. His 
closing comments were somewhat 
inaudible due to the background noise 
from “Space Invaders,” but had 
something to do with Russians, static 
gravity and, of course, freestyle.

In Memorium 


GREG LE MONS 


1940-1979 

The last two years of Greg 
LeMons ' life were devoted to filming 
professional and top amateur 
skateboarding and roller skating. 
Greg was there to document the 
historic Hester #1 in 1978 at Spring 
Valley, California, and went on to 
follow most major skating contests 
held since then. Shooting numerous 
pro bowls, the Colorado downhill/ 
slalom circuit, and Laguna Seca, he 
caught the roots and nuance of our 
evolving sport with a poetic eye. 
Greg died in an automobile accident, 
the night before the first public 
display of his work of art, “Roller 
Mania.” Our gratitude and 
indebtedness go out to him for 
capturing our young family on film 
forever. 


J. SHERMAN 1939-1979 
J. Sherman, the “S" in N.H.S., lost 
a longtime battle with leukemia, 
passing onin a hospital in Santa 
Cruz, California, the city which was 
his home for most of his life. J's 
optimism and exuberance for our 
sport was unique as he approached 
all aspects of skateboarding as a 
science, something that needed 
constant retuning and refining. The 
competitive spirit which was a large 
part of the man was communicated 
to all those around him and 
especially the skaters he coached 
like John Hutson and Steve Olson. 
J directed the Catalina Classic 
contest from its beginning and 
contributed unaccountable energy to 
the continued growth of skating. He 
will always be regarded as one of the 
“founding fathers” of the sport and 
will be remembered by those of us 
who continue to put our lives into this 
unreal expression of life we have 
called skateboarding, J’s ashes 
were sent out into the Pacific off 
Santa Cruz. We will all miss him.
